The 161h April 1990 

No, HQ/1.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), 
Air India, hereby makes the following Regulations further 
to amend the Air India International (Conditions & Carriage 
of Passengers & Goods) Regulations, 1959, viz, : 

1. (1) Those Regulations may be called the Air India 

(Conditions of Carriage of Passengers & Goods) 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Regulation 1 the expression Air India International 
(Conditions of Carriage of Passengers and Goods) Regula¬ 
tions, 1959, be substituted as Air India (Conditions of Car¬ 
riage of Passengers and Goods) Regulations, 1959, (herein¬ 
after refeired to as the said Regulations). 

3. In the said Regulations, Regulation 8 shall be substi¬ 
tuted by the following Regulations ;— 

Regulation 8 

"When officially validated, the ticket is good for car¬ 
riage on the date aitd for the specified scheduled ser¬ 
vice. In case of purchase of normal full fare open 
dated tickets, i.e. where both date and time of scheduled 
service are not specified, the ticket is valid from the 
dale of issuance and may be utilised by the passenger 
(subject to reservation being arranged) for any flight 
from the airport at the place of departure to the air¬ 
port at the place of destination within one year from 
the dale of issuance of ticket and if not SO utilised the 
passenger shall be entitled to a refund. Subject to the 
condition of the fare paid, refunds may be claimed 
within 3 years." 

4. In the said Regulations, for Regulation 11, the follow¬ 
ing Regulation shall be substituted. 

Regulation 11 

“The passenger must arrive at the Airport (or elsewhere 
if so required by the Carrier) by the time fixed by the 
Carrier or noted on the ticket as the time at which he 
must report at the Carrier’s Aerodrome Office; and if 
no such time is fixed or noted, sufficiently in advance 


of the scheduled time of departure, to permit the 
completion of Governmental and other formalities and 
the checking of baggage or personal property. Failure 
to attend in accordance with this condition will entail 
lo.ss of reservation of seat in the said aircraft, If the 
passenger is holding a confirmed ticket for international 
travel and does not repoit at the airport, subject to 
the conditions governing the fare, he is entitled for a 
refund of a ticket provided he decides to discontinue 
his journey. 

This will be applicable only for international travel.” 


AIR INDIA STAFF HOUSING REGULATIONS 1967 

No. H(9/58-5.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 45(i) of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 
1953), Air-India hereby makes the following regulations 
further to amend the Air-India Staff Housing Regulations; 
1967, as follows: 

1. (i) These Regulations may be called the Air-India 

Staff Housing (Amendment) Regulations, 1990. 

(ii) They shall come into force from March 15, 1990. 

2. In the Air-India Staff Housing Regulations 1967, for 
the existing Reguiations 9li), (ii) and (hi), the following 
Regulations shall be substituted, namely : 

(i) No individual loan shall normally exceed 75 times 
the basic pay, Variable Dearness Allowance and 
.^dditional Pay of the employee or Rs. 1,25,000/- 
at the time he/she applies for the loan to meet 
the cost of dwelling bouse/flat or cost of construc¬ 
tion (inclusive of cost of land) whichever is less, 

(ii) Where the individual loan applied for is more than 
Rs. l,25,0'OO/-, the amount of loan shall not ex¬ 
ceed 75 times the monthly basic pay, Variable 
Dearness Allowance and Additional Pay of the 
employee at the time he/she applies for the loan 
or 90% of the total cost of the dwelling house 
(inclusive of cost of land) whichever is less sub¬ 
ject to a maximum of Rs. 3.00 lakhs in any ope 
case. 

(hi) Where the loan is required for enlarging the 
existing accommodation the amount of loan shall 
not exceed 75 times the monthly basic pay. Vari¬ 
able Dearness Allowance and Additional Pay at 
the lime he/shc applies for the loan or the cost 
of such enlargement of Rs, 50,000/- whichever is 
less.
